Demand Peace Rather 
than Extension of 
Territory.

PARIS, Jan. 8—During President 
Wilson’s trip through Italy the idea 
was incessantly hammered home that 
the Italian people want above all things 
a peace that will be permanent. 

The political situation in Italy is com- 
plex. Men intimate with its details. 
hesitate to venture conclusions. Condi- 
tions there are far less understood than 
the situations in the other great allied 
countries. But the impression gained 
from the hasty trip which took the 
presidential party. over the high spots 
in two days and a half from Rome to 
Turin was that the lines are being 
sharply drawn between reaction and 
liberalism in Italy. 

The king is even more popular than 
before the war. This is due to his con- 
tinuous activities at the front, but as 
to the government, its “ popularity” is 
a fiction. The Italian leaders complain 
that Italy is unjustly accused of impe- 
rialistic ambitions at the expense of 
the Slavs. The redemption of the for- 
mer Italian lands has been taken for 
granted, but over the extent of Italy's 
territorial aspirations there is much 
disputing and misunderstanding. 


Test of Self-Determination. 


Out of this has developed the Italian- 
Jugo-Slav controversy which it is 
deemed will be the acid test of the 
self-determination idea. 

The control of the eastern coast of 
the Adriatic and the extent to which 
this control shall go is the real issue 
between the government and the peo- 
ple. Premier Orlando and Foreign 
Minister Sonnino lay stress on Italy's 
territorial dspirations, while the people 
throw their emphasis on the ideal of 
an international brotherhood and 
friendship. That is the impression an 
observer gained during the Wilson 


trip. 
Army Has Divided Views. 


As to the position of the army, one 
gets varied views.

As to Germany's representation at 
the peace conference, it will be held

GERMAN REDS. 


After the Prussian army had evacuated Paris 
came the* disorders of the commune. The disor- 
ders in Berlin, following the defeat of Germany, 
may or may not equal them. It would be difficult 
for disorder in the capital of any civilized nation 
to equal the terrorism in Paris after the with- 
drawal of the victorious Prussians. 

The Prussians offered to send their army back 


- and reduce the Parisians to order, to make life 


secure, and to give the authorities a chance to re: 
gain control. ~The French declined the offer. They 
took their chances with their extremists and with 
the aid of the armies which had surrendered at 
Metz and Sedan they got contro! of the situation. | 

Berlin, in one degree or another, is repeating 
what Paris did. The body of France was sound. 
For all we knew the body of Germany is sound. 
There is a focal point of disorder. It is found 
in the capital. | 

The condition is not an abnormal on*. It arises 
naturally. What terrorism needs is opportunity. 
The opportunity arose in Paris and terrorism made 
the most of it. It has arisen in Berlin and terror- 
ism makes thé most of it. 

The German reds, the radical, terrorist reds, 
represent a violent minority. which has no scru- 
ples. The essential principle of such a violent 
minority is to impose itself by force upon the ma- 
jority. It believes in the machine guh as an argu- 
ment, believes in it fully as much as any autocracy 
ever believed in it. 

Frequently the violent minorities are better or- 
ganized than the majorfties upon which they seek 
to impose. Their success, at the outset, frequently 
depends upon this fact. -Majorities frequently are 
inért, unpreceptive, acceptive, slow to move, hard 
to organize. They subscribe to rules of life which 
have. en automatic. They do not need organiza- 
tion hind these rules because the rules have 
asserted themselves. They will in the end assert 
themselves, but in the meanwhile, as in Berlin, 
terrorists, in the minority but well organized, may 
fill streets with machine gun bullets, may seize 
banks and newspapérs, government offices and 


pfivate property, destroy foundations of Social se- 


eurity, and butcher citizens. 

Germany outside of Berlin is watching the social 
phenomenon in Berlin with growing impatience, 
if we may be guided by news reports. South Ger- 
many abhors the tendencies of the Berlin terror- 
ists. The social lunatics who temporarily get con- 
trol of the Berlin streets would destroy any social! 
organization, and we do not believe that Germany 
is ripe fof that déstruction.

FOR A WELCOME HOME. 


Does there appear any lurking spirit of pacifism 
in the neglect with which our soldiers are being 
received home from the war? Do our pacifistic 
gentlemen fear that martial music and cheering, 
welcoming throngs, and marching battalions will 
preserve the robust, alert, and powerful spirit of 
the nation? If so, it is unjust and unfair. 

The call to arms was one of thrill and brave 
alarum.

place. 
The time to honor our soldiers is while they are 
yet in formation, when we can gather en masse 
and greet them so. It is too late when they have 
disbanded and have been distributed over the 
community, no longer obedient to a central sum- 
mons. 

Chicago wants to welcome its soldiers home 
as it sent them away. The Blackhawk division 
is coming. It will be a sour disappointment to 
Chicago that the soldiers of this division are 
routed to a cantonment and there dismissed.

| Milk as a general rule suits elderly peo- 
| ple better than those of early adult life. 
Meat, even in smali quantities, is fre- 
‘quently unsuitable and it should either 
ibe omitted from the diet or else it 
should not be eaten oftener than three 
times a week, and then only in small 
quantities. Persons with high  biood 
pressure will do well to avoid eating it 
entirely. 


Cheese is an excellent food and in a 
large percentage of cases agrees with 
the aged. Two ounces of cheese con- 
tains as much nourishment as five ounces 
of meat. One egg and one ounce of 
cheese equal four ounces of meat in 
nutriment furnished. 

It is well to prescribe for the aged 
one ounce of fat ahd two: or three ounces 
of sugar instead of two of fat and one 
of sugar. A fair amount of bread, green 
vegetabies, and fruit is generally suit- 
able. Rice or some other cereal is bet- 
ter than potato. 
both (at separate meals) and milk for 
the third meal are generally suitable. A 
cup of hot water the first thing in the 
morning (now a sort of fad with many 
is generally approved.

Bolshevism! 

Mark Twain satire! 

Stephen Leacock moonshine! 

These were a few of the verbal 
bombs hurled at Thorstein Veblen’s 
new book out at the University of 
Chicago yesterday. 

Veblen used. to be a professor of po- 
litical economy at the university, and 
his latest The Higher Learning 
in America,” is regarded as in a meas- 
ure a reflection of his residence in 
Chicago's halls of higher education. 

Like his first sensational book, “ The 
Theory of the Leisure Class,” this at- 
tack upon the modern American uni- 
versity, subtitled “A Memorandum on 


the Conduct of Universities by Business | 


Men,” may be regarded as serious or 
not as the reader sees fit. 


Dean Small’s Opinion. 


Dean Albion W. Small of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago does not see fit to take 
it seriously. He said last night: 

“I never know whether to regard 
Veblen’s* books as serious or satire. 


* The Theory of the Leisure Class’ was |

No 
serious man would condemn them in 
that way. Veblen is one of our great 
humorists.” 

Acting President James R. Angell 
_ said he could not comment on the book, 
as he had not read it.

HEADS 
FAVOR MILITARY 
DRILL SCHOOLS 


Training for Prepared- 
- ness Held Vital to the 
Nation’s Safety. 


BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON. 
* College * and seminary presidents 
strongly advocated military training 
for the students of American colleges 
as a means of physical and mental dis- 
cipline and a defense for the nation 
‘against possible future wars at a meet- 
ing yesterday of the educational asso- 
ciation of the Methodist Episcopal 
church at.the Hotel La Salle. There 
were sixty presidents present. 

“I would like to be optimistic enough 
to believe all war is over, but I cannot 
be,” said President Charles.W. Flint 
of Cornell college, Mount Vernon, Ia. 
‘Even if a league of nations is formed 
it will have to be a league backed by 
military strength. Military training 
and science are not things of the past.” 


Makes Students Firm Eyed. 


“T would urge military training as a 
part of a young man's education,” said 
President T. F. Holgate of Northwest- 
ern university. 

“Our experience has shown military 
training has produced alertness, group 
action, and obedience to orders. It has 
made men stand squarely and look 
one in the eye. 

“The effect of the war on the young 
men who have returned has been to 
make them look at reality rather than 
at superficiality.” 

President W. B. Fleming of West 
Virginia Wesleyan college said: 

“Military training gives the benefit 
of physical development to al! the stu- 
dents and not simply to the few, as is 
the case with athletics.” 


Wisdom for Future. 


Principal H. M. Carr of Grand Pral- 
rie seminary, Onarga, Mil., said: 

“I advocate military training as wis- 
dom for the future. It will give us 
strong bodies and an interest in the 
state. We ought not to be deceived by 
those who say we will never have an- 
other war.”

COMMISSION TO 
QUIT BUSINESS 


President Charles M. Hayes of the 
Chicago public safety commission, an 
organization created five years ago 
by Coroner Peter M. Hoffman, an- 
nounced yesterday that the commis 
sion had decided to go out of business. 

“The board decided that in view of 
the unfavorable publicity recently 


had been impaired,” Mr. Hayes said. 

“It is a shame that we have to quit. 
This commission had just planned a 
big campaign in the public schools in 
teaching the children the first prin- 
ciples of safety in the home and in the 
streets. The records show that since 
we began that work-in the schools the 
number of accidents in homes and 
the number of accidents tg children 
have decreased greatly. 

“T hope now that we can induce the 
superintendent of schools to permit a 
little five minute talk on safety in the 
schools, as a part of the regular cur- 
riculum. We shall continue our safety 
work for motorists and pedestrians on 
behalf of the Chicago Motor club.”

Rightly cooked and hot,--it needs no 
sauce, but is improved with melted 
butter, which contains a dash of acid, 
say one teaspoon of the best vinegar 
to two tablespoons of the butter, or 
you may use lemon juice instead of 
vinegar. 

J. A. E. in a letter asks just how to 
cook cauliflower and cabbage so as to 
retain both flavor and minera! elements, 
and says steiming them causes them 
to turn yellow. That depends on how 
you do it. These foods do lose some 
elements in the water. Surely! And 
no sauce can restore these? Surely 
not! Then J. A. E. says: “I should 
like, therefore, to know the best way 
to make the dish most appetizing, and 
at the same time retain the greatest 
possible amount of its original food 
value.” 

There are several ways. Let us take 
the simplest, by which means we may 
utilize floweret, stem. small leaves, and 
the pith of the great leaves. Bushels | 
of these piths are wasted every year i 
when they might be; peeled like rhu- 
barb. and cut up fine to make a deli- 
cious and wholesome vegetable. 

First, let us use for the cooking a 
covered aluminum kettle of the fireless 
cooker type, but if we have not such 
a utensil we may take an aluminum 
saucepan and covgr with a plate. In 
ten minutes cauliflower flowerets bro- 
ken off, inspected, washed, and put to 
cook, half covered with cold water, will 
be tender, but may be cooked ten min- 
utes more for good measure. If the 
stem be sliced thin and the part below 
the head peeled of all the outside woody 
part be used to extend the quantity, 
put this to cooking five or ten minutes 
before the tender flowerets. The whole 
head, bottom side up, may be cooked 
in fifteen minutes in the same utensil, 
half steamed.

New President of Asso- 


ciation of Commerce 
Installed. 


Establishment of a greater Chicago, 
the center of the greatest industrial 
activity in the world, was the policy 


to which Harry H. Merrick, new presi- 
dent of the Chicago Association of 
Commerce pledged himself yesterday 
in his address at his installation. 
The greater Chicago pictured by Mr. 
Merrick is one with a radius of 150 
miles, Even this greater district, accord- 
ing to his plans, is only the heart of an- 
other greater district—the entire Missis- 
sippi valley. In this entire greater dis- 
trict he proposed that the business men 
should grapple with great problems in 


,1919 and develop business resources to 


the utmost. 

When the new president had finished 
his arguments for a vigorous policy in 
tackling the tremendous issues which 
confront them, the members of the as- 
sociation rose and cheered.

THE IRON AGE 


- The Iron Age will say today: 

“A slight increase in the volume of bust- 
nees marks the first week of the new year. 
No significance can be attached to the fact,. 
for there are no signs as yet of a buying 
movement. A few steel departments are op- 
erating at 85 per cent of capacity, but the 
general average is nearer 65 per cent. At 
that, the present rate of production is equiv- 
alent to 90 per cent of the capacity of four 
years ago. 

“Oonsumer and producer are each settling 
down to a contest to tire out the other. The 
one is convinced at present. that prices will 
co lower. The other claims it would be 
disastrous ff they did, unless wages are re-

* Revisions of steel contracts to present 
levels have been made, even on material for 
specific projects, but generally they repre 
sent concessions in return for greatly delayed 
deliveries last year, and to jobbers and fabri- 
cators for resale. Reductions of sheet con- 
tract prices on sales under the presumably 
ironclad contracts peculiar to that trade 
weaken the chances of wide introduction of 
the recently approved form of the general 
iron and steel contract, 

“In the pig iron market the tendency to 
reduce prices on undelivered tonnages is 
noted in some districts, as in Cleveland, where 
one compans is freely revising contracte, but 
many large sellers have not yet decided to 
follow this policy except in rare cases, and a 
compromise frequently adopted is to extend 
deliveries instead of granting cancellations or 
price revisions. Many foundries have little 
business on hand and are not confident as to 
prospects. 

* The pig iron production of 1918 was 38.,- 
506.249 tons. The December output was 
3,433,617 tons, or 110,762 tons daily, and 
thus at an annual rate of 40,428,000 tons, 
but there were five months of last year in 
which a higher rate was maintained. The 
fmomentum of war effort is responsible in 
part, for December, 1918, exceeded the exist- 
ing December record, that of 1915, by 7,429 
tons a day. The severe winter of 1917-1918 
cut down the year's total. The November 
daily average make was 111,802 tons. The 
rate of production on Jan. 1, however, was 
109,675 tons per day, against 111,330 tons 
on Dee. 1, In the month eleven furnaces
